S . O . 2940 . - In pursuance of sub -section ( 2 ) of section of 
the Delimitation Commission Act, 1962, the Delimitation 
Commission hereby publishes its proposals in respect of the 
distribution of the seats allotted to the State of Madhya Pradesh 
in the House of the People and the seats assigned to the 
Legislative Assembly of that state to territorial constituencies 
and the delimitation thereof and specifies the 15th November, 1963 
as the date on or after which the proposals will be further 
considered by it . 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals 
should reach the Secretary of the Delimitation Commission 
(No. 1, Aurangzeb Road, New Delhi- 11 ), before the said date . It 
will facilitate prompt consicleration if they are in English . 

PROPOSALS 
I. The territorial constituencies into which the State of Madhya 
Pradesh shall be divided for the purpose of elections to (a ) the 
Legislative Assembly of the State and (b ) the House of the People 
and the extent of each constituency and the constituencies which 
are reserved for the scheduled castes or the scheduled tribes as the 
case may be, shall be as shown in Table A and Table B , 
respectively . 

2 . Where the name of a constituency as shown in the Schedules 
is distinguished by the brackets and letters " ( SC )” , the seat in that 
constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Castes ; and where such 
name is distinguished by the brackets and letters " (ST) " , the seat 
in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Tribes .

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DISSENTING PROPOSALS 


I am surprised at the sudden change in the proposals regarding 
Parliamentary constituencies No. 12 and 13 ie. Janjgir ( SC ) and Bilaspur. 

2. You may remember that the only change agreed in the meeting was 
that of Lormi being added to Bilaspur Parliamentary Constituency , and 
Marwahi to Mandla ( ST 21 ). With this minor modification the original 
proposals were sound because of compactness in the two areas . 

3 . Now with your latest change in these two constituencies , the con 
testing candidate will have to face a good deal of hardships. The proposed 
Janjgir (SC ) constituency has become the lengthiest and for S . C . candi 
dates it will be very costly for a few percentage of more votes from the 
S .C . 

4 . Between Janjgir , Sakti and Katghora tahsils , there is a natural and 
close affinity because of geographical and other factors . The industrial 
development at Korba has recently increased the inutual contacts . There 
is absolutely no contact among the people of Sakti, Janjgir and Mungeli 
tahsils. It is therefore no use joining Sakti tahsil and Janjgir tahsil with 
Mungeli tahsil and thus forming a Parliamentary constituency . 

5 . If you have a glance at the map , you may see that the S .C . candi 
dates will have to cross 6 big rivers i. e . Hanph , Agar, Maniari, Arpa , 
Lilagar, Hasdeo and Son — when approaching the voters . Moreover they 
may be required to go through the island of Bilaspur ( 100 ) and Takhatpur 
( 95 ) Assembly constituencies unnecessarily . In this way you may see the 
idea of compactness goes to the winds.

I have carefully gone through the revised proposals so kindly forwarded . 
by you . While endorsing the recommendations contained therein , I have 
only to request in connection with revision of the proposals with respect 
to Marwahi, Gourela , Ghutku , Tanakhar and Baloda Legislative Assembly 
Constituencies in the Bilaspur district, 


2 . You will please appreciate that my alternative proposals do not 
change the nature of the constituencies except for Gourella which could 
be a general constituency . A considerable portion of the existing Gourella 
constituency has been included in the proposed Marwahi constituency 
which even according to standing proposals is a Scheduled Tribe . 


3. The reasons in support of the revised proposals are as under : 
1. P . Cs. 31 – 33 and 36 , 37 of Kota R . I. C . are better connected with 

Marwahi area than with Kota / and Gourella areas . As a 
matter of fact, almost impregnable forests are situated 
between these PC s on one hand and Kota and Gourella areas 

on the other. 
2. The proposed Constituency of Tanakhar is comparatively more 

compact administratively than the one in the draft proposals . 
Its southern portion namely P . C . 56 , 57 and 58 of Pali R . I. C . 
has better and convenient links with Baloda than with the 
rest of the Tanakhar constituency . They should , as such , be 

included in Baloda constituency . 
3 . P .Cs. 68, 69, 74 — 77, 99 and 100 of R .I.C . Sipat are separated from 

Baloda area by dense forests. It will be in administrative 
and public convenience if this area is included in the Ghutku 

constituency . 
4 . Gourella constituency as proposed has better communications. 
5 . The proposed constituencies are ideal from the point of view of 

physical features, existing boundaries of administrative units , 

facilities of communications and public convenience . 
6 . This proposal does not disturb the existing constituencies as such , 

except adding a few P .Cs. by way of minor adjustments. 
7. The propesed changes will also be helpful in the interest of 

general progress of the various areas . 


Details of the reconstituted constituencies with population is 
enclosed. I am also taking Hberty of enclosing map (rot reproduced } 
showing the constituencies as proposed by Commission and the changes : 
recommended by me.

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Subject : Revision of Legislative Assembly Constituencies of Bindra 

Nawagarh and Rajim , in the Raipur District (Dissenting pro 
posals ). 


I have carefully gone through the revised proposals so kindly forwarded 
by you . While endorsing the recommendations contained therein , I have 
only to request in connection with proposals with respect to Bindra 
Nawagarh and Rajim Legislative Assembly constituencies in the Raipur 
district . 


2 . You will please appreciate that my alternative proposals do not 
change the nature of the constituencies except for Bindranawagarh , which 
could as before be a Schedule Tribe constituency . 


3. The reasons in support of the revised proposals are as under:-- 


1. Bilaspur district has a Schedule Tribe population of 3,87,092 and 

in that district four seats have been reserved for Schedule 
Tribes in the draft proposals of the Commission . On the 
other hand , in Raipur district, which has a Scheduled Tribe 
population of 3 , 10 , 161 one seat only has been reserved for the 
Schedule Tribes which is , it would kindly be appreciated 
neither fair nor equitable . On the basis of the consideration 
shown to Bilaspur district, Raipur can consist claim to have 
atleast two seats reserved for Schedule Tribes . This would 
be fair even on the principle of natural justice. 


2 . A glance at the map of Raipur district as well as the population 

figures of this district will clearly show that Siahawa and 
Bindranawagarh and Deobhog areas are predominently tribal. 
That is why the last Delimitation of constituencies , Siahawa 
and Bindranawagarh had been reserved for Schedule tribes. 


3. In the Commission s proposals Reservation for Bindranawagarh 

constituency has been done away with and it is likely to 
affect adversely the interests of the Tribes to a substantial 
extent. 


4 . Bindranawagarh constituency lies in Kanker Schedule Tribes 

Parliamentary constituency also and it provides considerable 
support to my contention that it will be in the fitness of 
things if Bindranawagarh Assembly constituency is restored 
as Schedule Tribes one. 


5 . The proposed constituencies are ideal from the point of view of 

physical features, existing boundaries of administrative units, 
facilities of communication and public conveniences . 


Sa. $ ( 41)] 
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6 . This proposal does not disturb the existing constituencies as such , 

except by adding a nominal area of two P .C s by way of 
minor adjustments . 


4 . It is, therefore , earnestly requested that the Commission may be 
pleased to restore the reservation to Bindranawagarh constituency . This 
could easily be done by transferring P .Cs. 34 & 35 of Chhura RIC in 
Bindranawagarh Tahsil to Bindranawagarh constituency . These two 
patwari Halkas have an overwhelming population of Schedule tribes and 
they have more intimate links with Bindranawagarh than with any other 
place in Rajim constituency . 


5 . Details of the reconstituted constituencies with population is 
enclosed . I am also taking liberty, of enclosing a map (not produced ) 
showing the constituencies as proposed by the Commission and the changes 
recommended by me.

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On the 6th September , I received the finalised proposals regarding the 
Delimitation of Assembly and Parliamentary constituencies of Madhya 
Pradesh . I have not been able to go through the whole draft within the 
short period of 5 days. Hence I would send afterwards, my points of 
objection , if any , regarding rest of the constituencies . This note is only 
about the assembly constituencies of Churhat and Sidhi of Sidhi district. 


I had very little objection to the original draft in respect of the delimita 
tion of Churhat and Sidhi constituencies. But I am sorry to say that I 
find it extremely difficult to agree to the final draft . 


The main points of objection are : 


I. River Son is one of the biggest rivers of the country . It has moun 
tain ranges on either sides of its bank . To cross it even on foot is very 
difficult and during rains impossible . If one has to go to a village, say two 
miles away on the other side of the river , he will have to traverse a long 
distance of 60 to 70 miles and even more sometimes. 


Most naturally this river should form the boundary of Churhat and 
Sidhi assembly constituencies . Neither constituency should be so 
delimited as to stretch across the river . This will also be in accordance 
with the obligatory provisions of law . The final draft, therefore, needs 
to be amended accordingly . 

If the final draft remains as it is , it will be most inconvenient to the 
electors and their representatives . They will be deprived of their valued 
right of being in constant touch with each other due to Son river . 


- - - I would , therefore , suggest that entire Churhat constituency must be on 
the north and entire Sidhi constituency must be on the south of river Son . 


- - - H . Pes 83 , 84 and 88 , 89 ,- 90 of RIC Semaria should be in Sidhi consti 
tuency on grounds of contiguity , compactness and public convenience . 
They are totally cut off from the rest of the proposed Churhat consti 
tuency - the former two by Kehenjua Mountains and the latter three by 
Deonerhi river . 


After taking out PCs 83, 84 and 88 , 89, 90 of Semarla RIC from Churhat 
constituency and adding them to Sidhi constituency some adjustment has 
to be made keeping in view the population figures . PCs 35 , 36 , 37 and 39 
of Amilia RIC may, therefore , be added to Churhat constituency which 
are quite contiguous. 

If the first point of objection as raised above, is accepted the second 
does not arise at all . However , if the first point is not accepted the second 
remains to be considered . If neither point is acceptable , then this entire 
note may kindly be published as my note dissent.

Gourela consti 
tuency is already at present in the Shahdol Parliamentary Constituency . 
I have, therefore , put in No, 92 Marwahi and No . 93 Gourela in Shahdol 
Parliamentary Constituencies so as to form a convenient, a contiguous 
and a more compact constituency with easy communications. This 
change has resulted in recasting of the above Parliamentary Constitu 
encies , Mandla with No. 168 Bargi and No . 196 Ghansoor becomes a more 
compact and a better Parliamentary constituency in every respect.

37 . Mandsaur. The only change to be made in this Parliamentary 
constituency is to substitute Jaora Assembly constituency No . 288 for Alot 
(SC ) constituency No. 289 . 

The Commission overlooked the provisions of Section 9 ( 1) ( a ) in locat 
ing the parliamentary constituencies reserved for the Scheduled Tribes . 
There are 15 Assembly constituencies reserved for the Scheduled Tribes 
in the four districts namely : ( 1 ) West Nimar , ( 2 ) Jhabua , ( 3 ) Dhar and 
( 4 ) Ratlam . All these 15 Assembly constituencies are contiguous and 
can all be included in the two parliamentary constituencies to be reserved 
for the Scheduled Tribes . This arrangement will also give the highest 
proportion of the Scheduled Tribes population to the total population 
In the first General Election Sailana Assembly Constituency was reserved 
for the Scheduled Tribes and had been included in the Jhabua Parlia 
mentary Constituency . The Khargone and Jhabua Parliamentary consti 
tuencies as proposed above fulfil above conditions and give out much 
higher proportion of the Scheduled Tribes population as compared to 
that given out in the commission s proposalş . Khargone as proposed by 
the Commission and stretching out from Khargone to Sonkatch becomes 
most unweildy, with no facility of communications and causing great 
public inconvenience . Dewas district can better join either to Ujjain or 
Indore district areas . Indore and Ujjain cities are the headquarters of 
the Commissioner and Additional Commissioner and as such Dewas is 
administratively connected to Indore and Ujjain districts . It has no 
administrative connection with Khargone or West Nimer district . After 
carving out Ujjain , Indore, Khargone and Jhabua Parliamentary consti 
tuencies the Assembly constituencies left over may together better 
comprise Dhar Parliamentary constituency as proposed above . Jaora 
coristituency has continued to form part of Mandsaur parliamentary cons 
tituency and there is no reason why it should be disturbed now . Morc 
over , a person going from Alot to Mandsaur has first to go to Jaora and 
from there to Mandsaur , It is, therefore, proposed that Jaora should 
remain with Mandsaur .
